NOTES: 


1 When the same mechanical vehicle has to cross said stretch of the National Highway 
more than once in a day, the user shall have the option to pay the fee for the multiple taps at the 
rates equivalent to 1,5 times the single rates applicable to it as given in the Schedule above w 
crossing the gate in the first trip itself or if the same mechanical vehicle has to use the said four- 
laned stretch frequently for the entire month, the vehicle owner may obtain a monthly pass on e 
payment of charges equivalent to thirty times single rates applicable to it, as specified in the 

aforesaid Schedule. i 


Explanation.-For the purpose of this notification, "day” means a continuous period of twenty- 
four hours. 


2 (i) The aforesaid Fee will be revised annually with effect from 1 st luly every year. 

The actual fees to be charged shall be rounded off to the nearest five rupee. 


(ii) 
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3. The following types of vehicles shall be exempted from the fee specified in the aforesaid 
Schedule, namely; - 


“Ambulances, fire tenders and official vehicles transporting and accompanying the 
President of India, the Vice President of India, the Prime Minister of India, Ministers 
of Government of India, Governors, Lieutenant Governor, Chief Ministers, Presiding 
Officers of Central and State Legislatures having jurisdictions, Leaders of opposition 
in Lok Sabha, Rajya Sabha and the State Legislatures having jurisdiction. Ministers 
of State Government, judges of the Supreme Court of India and of the High Courts 
having jurisdiction. Secretaries and Commissioner of State Government, Foreign 
Dignitaries on State visit to India, Heads of Foreign Missions stationed in India using 
cars with CD symbol, executive magistrates, officers of Ministry of Road Transport 
& Highways and National Highways Authority of India, persons required to use the 
Project Flighway for discharging their statutory obligations in relation to the site, 
National Highways Authority of India Representative, and Central and State Forces in 
uniform including armed forces, para military forces and police”. 

4. The rates of fees, the categories of vehicles exempted from payment of fee and the name, 
address and telephone number of the Concessionaire to whom complaints, if any, should be 
addressed, shall be conspicuously and prominently displayed 500 meters ahead of the toll booths, 
100 meters ahead of the toll booths and at the toll booths also, the height of the display boards 
and si/.e of letters being such that it is easy for drivers to read the display boards. 

5. The Concessionaire shall nominate an officer as in-charge of fee collection, and the 
Concessionaire and also an officer so nominated shall be responsible to ensure that fees are 
collected at not more than the agreed rates, and the fee collection is smooth without causing 
undue hardship to road users and all other matters connected therewith. 

0. The Concessionaire shall publish substance of this notification in two local newspapers 
(one of which shall be in vernacular language), which shall also state the commercial operation 
date as per the provision of this notification, at least ten days prior to the date of commercial 
operation as per the provision of this notification, at least ten days prior to the of commercial 
operation. Such substance shall also be repeated every year, ten days prior to giving effect to 
revised fees as per this notification. 

7. The actual fees to be charged to users will be computed by the Concessionaire and sent to 
the Authority for validation as soon as possible after 3L' March every year, but at least forty five 
days before the rate increase is to be effective. The Authority shall provide any comments or 
request clarifications as soon as possible upon receipt of the fee revision proposal but not later 
than fifteen days of receipt of the fee revision proposal. If the Authority docs not offer 
comments or seek clarification during this period, the revised fee, as proposed by the 
Concessionaire shall be deemed to be approved by the Authority. 

8. The fees shall be collected only at one place from a road user between the said section of 
the National Highway No. 8.
